RANK J. AMATO 
we MINGTON - Being a police 
officer is tough enough, but Wilm- 
ington Police Inspector Pat King 
has the formidable task of being 
Juvenile Officer and Sex Crimes 
Officer. 

King, has been with the depart- 
ment for 18 years, the last eight as 
detective he enjoys being a detec- 
tive the due to the diversity of the 
Job. "You get to meet a lot of 
interesting people. You can do 
anything from answering a ques- 
tion to working on a murder, arson 
or arape." 

Although King certainly has va- 
riety in his job, found one particu- 
lar case very interesting. “I worked 
on an abuse case in '91 with an eye 
doctor who we arrested. It was a 

‘ nine month case that I worked with 
Wendy Murphy from the District 
Attorney’s office. The case was 
both complex and delicate, due to 
his status and his patients. We 
erided up getting nine indictments 
on him,” King said. King could not 
recall how many hours but con- 
fessed that it was “every night” for 
nine months. 

King has admittedly beeninsome 
difficult situations, recalling one 
case where he felt a sense of grati- 
fication: “I was chaperoning a ski 
trip up in Bradford anda young girl 
approached me and asked if I could 
help her. She told me that she had 
been repeatedly raped by her baby- 
sitters, a man and a woman. We 
put together a case, I worked with 
the Nashua, New Hampshire Po- 
lice Department. Both people were 
put in prison, the man for 18 to 22 
years, andthe woman 12to 16 years. 
It was very gratifying to help her 
out. She didn't think she was going 
to have any help.” he said 

“Part of itis youwill get families 
that are not bad families, but we 
live in such a fast paced world that 
time goes by fast and many times 
dealing with a problem that could 
be easily resolved they let go until 
it gets to be a big problem. Parents 
tend to forget that they were teen- 
agers once.” “I usually sit down 
with the parents and determine the 
status of a case. If I talk to them, if 
I think that it is too serious, or there 


are more problems, I will Bet a 
resource for them beyond me,” King 
said. King is also able to help if 
there is a financial problem. “I 
have an excellent resource net- 
work.” he added. 

“I never lie to a juvenile. If I say 
I'm going do something I do it, 
because they will see right through 
you in about 30 seconds if you’re 
lying to them. You have to be able 
to follow up, if you say there is 
going to be court action, there has 
to be court action, because you 
loose your credibility if you don’t,” 
said King. 

“You try to give kids a break, if 
you can. I was a kid growing up in 
New York, and I wasn’t always a 
perfect angel. I look back on those 
days and relate to what I did verses 
what they did, and try to give them 
a break,” he admitted. 

King gets an “enormous amount 
of confidential calls, and they re- 
main confidential.” King says that 
he welcomes the opportunity to help 
people. 

King, a certified juvenile officer 
is also involved in the sexual abuse 
unit in Cambridge. The unit, under 
the direction of the Middlesex 
County District Attorney, attempts 
to minimize the trauma of child 
victims having to repeat their sto- 
ries numerous times. “What we try 
todo, is when we find out a child has 
been sexually abused, we have an 
office in Cambridge that is staffed 
with district attorneys, witness ad- 
vocates, and professional 
interviewers. We will sit down and 
discuss the case before we inter- 
view the child. The child will be 
interviewed by a professional in- 
terviewer, usually a woman, this is 
what she does all of the time, and 
she is very very good at it. We will 
have them sit in a room, and we sit 
in a separate room where we video 
tape the whole interview. The child 
will be asked questions, this is 
turned into a video tape, which is 
sealed and used as evidence in a 
grand jury. The next time this child 
would have to testify is if the case 
goes to trial. This way, the child

Selectmen ponder goose invasion

WILMINGTON - On Monday 

night, the Board of Selectmen ap- 
proved a recommendation to rem- 
edy what could become a messy 
situation for the town - the return of 
the overpopulated Canada goose. 

With springtime approaching 
and the nesting season nearly un- 
derway, Health Director Gregg 
Erickson advised the board that 
the town should begin the “many- 
pronged approach” as soon as pos- 
sible. 

According to Erickson, the meth- 
ods of controlling the troublesome 
numbers uf geese were devised fol- 
lowing viewings of the Town Beach 
and other areas considered attrac- 
tive by the birds. With assistance 
from a U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture representative, the town’s Com- 
mittee on Canada Geese was able to 
produce a seven-point plan to com- 


bat the problem 

One method the town may em 
ploy is to scare off the geese before 
they are settled into their nests jor 
the season! and are therefore less 
like to flee. Pyrotechnics provided 
and deployed under the direction of 
the Chief of Police will most likely 
be used. 

Another technique proven to be 
highly effective is the egg treat- 
ment program which would be op- 
erated by USDA biologists at a cost 
of $2,500 to $4,500. The program 
would consist of marking and treat- 
ing eggs through a ten-day cycle for 
March and April. In addition, the 
USDA will train selected employ- 
ees of the town so that the program 
may be conducted by town workers 
in the future. This would effective 
prevent the eggs from hatching, 

“Instead of just scaring the geese 
from one end of town to the 


other...by depleting the population 
a bit, it will have an effect on the 
numbers,” said Erickson 

Erickson also suggested that the 
town purchase quantities of “Rejex- 
It” goose repellent. According to 
Erickson, the repellent costs about 
$58 per gallon and would cost ap- 
proximately $350 a week to main- 
tain an area of three-acres 

“It’s my understanding that it is 
a safe additive that can be applied 
by the Highway Department,” he 
said 

Other techniques mentioned in- 
clude erecting a small fence on the 
shore of the Town Beach which 
would be removed each morning by 
town personnel and put up again 
each evening, using trained dogs to 
further scare the geese at a cost of 
about $25 an hour, and to authorize 
archery depletion during hunting 
season.

BOSTON - Environmentalists. legislators, and municipal leaders 
gathered today at the State House to announce the release of a study 
documenting the economic and environmental benefits of updating 
Massachusetts’ Bottle Bill to include non-carbonated beverages in 
the nickel deposit system. 
“Our research and evaluation finds that updating Massachusetts’ 
Bottle Bill to include non-carbonated beverages is in the economic 
and environmental interests of the Commonwealth,” said Dr. Jeffrey 
Morris, an economist from Sound Resource Management. Sound 
Resource Management is a Seattle, WA based consulting firm which 
conducts research and analysis on public policy issues. 
Savings include: 
* $9.4 to $26.8 million from employment opportunities that make new 
containers and other products from recycled materials; 
* $18.8 to $24.8 million in revenues from selling recovered beverage 
containers to recycling markets; 
*$13.5 to $20.2 million worth of reduced litter and waste management 
costs;

“Currently, according to 
statistics from the Board of 
Higher Education, Massachu- 
setts ranks a dismal 47th 
among all states in its financial 
support of public colleges and 
universities,” Gorrie added. 

The MTA radio campaign is 
scheduled to run for a number 
of weeks, with a different mes- 
sage for each. The duration of 
the campaign has not yet been 
determined. 


Towns could get 
state help for

“Governor Cellucci has made a 
commitment to preserving our open 
space and recreation areas clear 
by supporting these critical grant 
programs for cities and towns 
across the Commonwealth,” said 
Coxe.

Funds from both programs have 
specific eligibility requirements and 
are awarded on a competitive ba- 
sis.

EOEA’s Watershed Initiative, Plan- 
ning for Growth Initiative and the 
Southeastern Massachusetts, the 
Cape and the Islands (SAND) Pro-+ 
gram will be given extra consider- , 
ation in application ranking. ' , 

Grants will be ‘limited up to a‘ 
maximum of $500,000 per applicant.+ 
Only those communities with ap-' 
proved Open Space and Recreation’ 
Plans, or recent draft plans well; 
underway, will be considered for: 
grants. There is still time for com-' 
munities to create or renew open: 
space plans before the expiration of | 
this grantround, and the filing dead- 
line is June 1, 1998. 

Funds for the grants were made 
available when the OpenSpace Bond 
Bill was signed in 1996.

Recognizing accomplishments of 
people with mental retardation 


LYNN - Throughout the month 
of March, Greater Lynn Mental 
Health & Retardation Association, 
Inc. (GLMHRA) will be joining 
other service providers and organi- 
zations about Massachusetts and 
the nation in recognizing the ac- 
complishments of people with men- 
tal retardation 

Mental retardation is a develop- 
mental disability that affects an 
estimated 7,000,000 people in the 
United States. One out of 10 fami- 
lies in America has a family mem- 
ber with mental retardation. Men- 
tal retardation is characterized by 
below average intellectual function- 
ing with limitations in various skill 
areas from communication to aca- 
demics. The intensity that this dis- 
ability impacts the individual var- 
ies from person to person Many 
people are capable of living inde- 
pendently in their own home and 
holding down a job, while others 
need more support for everyday 
needs. 


Over the last 20 years, societies’ 
acceptance of people with mental 
retardation and the stigma associ- 
ated with this disability has im- 
proved tremendously. There are 
thousands of companies and orga- 
nizations nationally that help to 
support and advocate with this popu- 
lation from the Association for Re- 
tarded Citizens (ARC) to the Spe- 
cial Olympics. However, there is 
still a long way to go. In 1997, the 
ARC estimated that over 220,000 
people with mental retardation are 
on active waiting lists to receive 
residential services and/or day and 
employment services in 48 states 


nation-wide. The ARC estimates 
that over 3,000 individuals are on 
active waiting lists for services in 
Massachusetts. However, this does 
not include the hundreds of indi- 
viduals with mental retardation liv- 
ing with a parent or guardian in the 
community, who remain in need of 
additional resources 

Even though the issue of this 
‘under-served population’ is a ma- 
jor obstacle to overcome in the 
future, many gains have beenmade 
in the advocacy efforts for people 
with mental retardation over the 
last two decades. 

Over the years, we've seenmany 
great success stories of individuals 
with mental retardation,” said 
Albert W. Bleau, Jr., executive di- 
rector of GLMHRA. “Although we 
say people with disabilities - the 
truth is that this population has 
tremendous ‘abilities,’ the differ- 
ence being that they need to work 
harder for their personal achieve- 
ment. For example, we provide ser- 
vices to a man named Larry who 
lives in his own apartment in Lynn. 
It’s hard to believe that just 20 
years ago he lived in a state oper- 
ated institution. Today Larry lives 
a very active life with his friends, 
he has various jobs in the commu- 
nity, and always finds time to go to 
Florida at least once a year. The 
different peopleLarry has met along 
the way, who worked and advo- 
cated with him to be more involved 
in his community, have been ex- 
tremely instrumental in his life. It’s 
very rewarding for us to see how 
far he has come and how much 


more he still wants to do.” ' 

A key to the success of people 
with disabilities are those distin- 
guished people in the community 
who are dedicated advocates who 
help them to direct their own lives. 
It can be as little as taking them to 
church or helping them shop at & 
local store. Service providers and 
other community organizations arg 
always looking for people who are 
willing to give some of their time 
and make a tremendous impact in 
someone else’s life. 

Being an advocate for someone 
meeting the challenges of mental 
retardation, has its rewards. A ca- 
reer in human services can be ex- 
citing, fun and most importantly, 
meaningful. People working in this 
field become immediately aware of 
the reciprocal nature of relation- 
ships that can develop. For more 
information about the benefits of 
advocating for people with disabili- 
ties as a volunteer or employee, 
please call Trisha at 781-593-1088.

In 
the case of Stouffer, it was a com- 
bination of these and then some 

that earned her this award. 
Stouffer has taught reading and 
first grade for many years at the 
Shawsheen School and has created 
many curriculum ideas that are 
used throughout not only Wilming- 
ton but other schoo! districts as 
well. Approximately twenty y 
ago she developed a kindergarten 
reading and writing program that 
allowed students that young to cre- 
ate their’own books of sorts. There

would be a predictable story line, 
whereas the children would all be 
given the first few words of a sen- 
tence. Then, given a core, basic 
vocabulary, the children would be 
encouraged to finish their sen- 
tences, compile them with the oth- 
ers in the class, sometimes put 
them in book form and be able to 
see an end result of a real book that 
they had helped create. 

Another of her accomplishments 
began twenty years ago when she 
developed a literacy fair of sorts 
now called Young Authors Night 
There family, friends and teachers 
can view the many different ways 


the students have chosen to express 
themselves. There are books on 
hand that the students have writ- 
ten, edited and sometimes lami- 
nated. They also show videos of the 
ts in progress.

A. Mark Zinan has had a " life- 
long interest in politics and com- 
munity." He believes that his work 
of eighteen years as a financial 
analyst and project manager could 
benefit the board. Zinan is con- 
cerned with open space preserva- 
tion and planned management de- 
velopment.

Fiorenza has been sparring with 
the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men since December of 1996 over 
it’s objection to a Keno license for 
his business, Uptown Deli, on 
Middlesex Ave. in North Wilming- 
ton. 

In October of 1996, Fiorenza ap- 
plied to the Mass. Lottery Commis- 
sion for a Keno machine. As part of 
its application procedure, the lot- 
tery conducts a routine background 
check of all Keno applicants, they 
said that they found nuthing that 
would disqualify him from getting 
a license. 

The town was given the chance 
to object to the issuance of a li- 
cense, but the final decision was to 
be made by the Lottery Commis- 
sion. 

In February of 1997, the Lottery 
Commission held a hearing to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

In June, as a result of that hear- 
ing the Lottery Commission sent a 
letter to the board of selectmen 
stating that the case was being left 
open for the following two reasons: 

1. To enable officials from the 
Lottery to review the results of the 
agencies criminal offender check 
(CORD) ithad done on Mr. Fiorenza; 
and 

2. To give the town the opportu- 
nity to review again the Keno appli- 
cation at the “local level” and invite 
Mr. Fiorenza to appear before the 
licensing board to address the spe- 
cific concerns. 

If as a result of this action the 
town maintains its objection, the 
town was asked to detail its reasons 
to the lottery as they specifically 


relate to Keno. 

In July, the board of selectmen 
voted to continue to object to the 
application, but refused to invite 
Fiorenza before the board as re- 
quested by the Lottery. 

January 9, 1998, seven months 
later, the Lottery responded to the 
continued objection by sending a 
sharp letter to the town: “Once 
again, the Massachusetts State Lot- 
tery Commission (MSLC) urges you 
to address and hopefully resolve 
the issue at the local level by giving 
Mr. Fiorenza an opportunity to ap- 
pear and be heard before the licens- 
ing board of the town. If the licens- 
ing board refuses to conduct and/or 
schedule a hearing by January 30, 
1998, the hearing officer will submit 
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the enclosed recommended finding 
to the full Lottery Commission at 
its February meeting.” the letter 
stated. 

"Tunderstand the lottery's situa- 
tion, they have a difficult situation 
to resolve. I've waited this long, If 
I can help out the lottery by being 
patient, I will." Said Fiorenza.

Bennett ends career 
at Fleet Center

When Wilmington native Danny 
Bennett begun his first ever ap 
pearance as a goaltender in the 
best high school hockey tourna 
ment about ten days ago, he didn't 
get as well as a turn-out as he 
wished.

In the history of this latest 
piece Shure relates Boston 
Mayor Thomas Menino formed 
and chaired a committee in 
April 1996 and charged them 
with creating a memorial to the 
immigrants, and people left 
behind, that were victims of the 
Potato Famine. 

The chair of that Committee 
was turned over to developer 
Thomas Flatley who attracted a 
number of prominent Boston- 
ians to sit on the committee. 

Ironically, Flatley immigrat- 
ed to Boston himself, from 
Ireland in 1950. He started work- 
ing in the plumbing trade and 
eventually built a real estate 
empire that included the recent- 
ly sold Colonial Hilton Hotel on 
the Lynnfield/ Wakefield line. 

The Committee thought that 
the existing park at Washington 
and School streets, near 
Downtown Crossing, would be a 
good spot for the memorial. The 
next job was to choose the land- 
scape architecture team of Tony 
Casendino and Company and 
Cecil/Rizvi to design the site as 
a place for the monument.

At that point the search was 
started for the sculptor that 
would do the actual work on the 
memorial. 

According to Shure, he did 
not do his usual complete 
research before submitting the 
proposal. That research normal- 
ly consists of sitting at the site 
of the sculpture and drawing 
many different designs as well 
as writing up notes for his ideas. 

“In the long run they liked 
some of the conceptual ideas I 
submitted and selected me,” 
Shure said. 

That was when the work real- 
ly began in earnest. 

Shure said that he is different 
from other artists who might 
work on a project like this. 

“I work with committees,” he 
said, “that separates me from a 
lot of artists.” 

Shure explained that many of 
his colleagues like to be inde- 
pendent in their work. However, 
in ‘his work he finds it necessary 
to'work with the people that 


know the historical background 
and the committees that will 
provide some guidelines for the 
scope of the work. 

In the case of the Famine 
Memorial, Shure had to work 
with the Boston Arts Commis- 
sion which must approve any 
work that is erected in the city’s 
public places. 

One of the difficulties Shure 
found with this project was how 
to assimilate the many factors 
of the site with the piece he was 
looking to create. 


Some of the factors included 
the shapes and colors of the sur- 
rounding buildings and the fact 
that many people use the exist- 
ing park as a place to sit and 
have lunch on a sunny day. 


Another factor was that the 
site is very gray and on a rainy 
cloudy day it can blend into the 
background. 

“It is an outdoor site which 
usually asks for something big,” 
Shure said. 

The solution was to create a

park within a park, according to 
Shure. 

The landscape architects 
have created a circular area 
which will be surrounded by 
flowers and benches. This is 
where the actual memorial will 


go. 

‘To deal with the lack of color, 
Shure and the committees decid- 
ed that the best thing to do 
would be to add some red brick 
to the pathways and place a 
brass medallion near the memo- 
rial itself. 

The pieces of the memorial 
will stand on dark granite bases 
and the statues will be made out 
of bronze with a patina on it. 

The various entrances of the 
park will have eight memorial 
stones which will also sit on 
dark granite bases. These stones 
will carry narratives telling the 
story of the famine and the 
memorial. 

“At the beginning, the 
Committee and I thought this 
was important,” Shure said. “It 
would bring into light other 
famines that are happening 
today.” 

During the groundbreaking, 
attended by Mayor Menino and 
Ireland’s Consul General in 
Boston, Orla O’Hanrahan, 
Flatley said, “The odyssey of the 
Irish generation who came to 
Boston during the Famine years 
is a remarkable one of faith, 
perseverance and triumph. We 
hope the memorial will come to 
symbolize the journey of all 
immigrant groups seeking a 
place in American society, while 
also serving to remind us that 
famines are still occurring 
around the world today.” 

With all of this in mind 
Shure and the architects had the 
job of making the park even 
more of an inviting place to 
stay. 


The memorial itself, accord- 
ing to Shure, will actually be 
done in two pieces. 

The first piece will show Irish 
citizens on the shore of their 
country and dying of starvation. 
This will be depicted by a young 
person lying on the ground 
while a woman stands with a 
hand outstretched pleading to 
heaven and an old man stooped 
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The Babson College women’s

Friday the 13th 
still haunting 


Afraid of Friday the 13th or 
the number 13? Of cats or bats? 
Does being alone or in a crowd 
or crossing bridges or fish or fur 
make you a bit uneasy? 

And what about sounds in the 
night or simply the unknown? 

In a year looming with three 
Friday the 13th's in March and 
November a new national 
“favorite fear” poll says that 
some 30 percent of Americans 
surveyed describe what fright- 
ened them most simply as “the 
Unknown” unseen things that go 
bump in the night or the discov- 
ery that “something” that 
seemed so normal, suddenly, 
somehow, isn’t. 

Another 20 percent according 
to the Dateline News Service 
poll of more than 1,500 respon- 
dents, including several writers 
adept at making people afraid of 
the dark cited fear of falling 
from high places, while thunder 
and lightening, small spaces 
and large crowds were singled 
out by another 20%. 

Other fears most frequently 
named in the poll in a variety of 
smaller percentages, ranged 
from the familiar black cats and 
black bats, snakes and spiders, 
graveyards and the number 13 to 
the uncommon, from crossing 
bridges and touching pins and 
needles to the fear of fish and 
fur. 

As for fear of Friday the 13th, 
the Dateline News Service poll 
found that virtually everyone 
surveyed has experienced some 
feeling of disquiet about one or 
both. No one knows exactly why 
the combination of Friday and 
13 is considered unlucky. but 
about 15 percent of those polled 
say they prefer to stay home 
that day.

“Twilight”: Newman is still Newman

Review: The rumors of Paul 
Newman's retirement from 
making feature films is certain- 
ly premature, as this well-craft- 
ed drama proves. 

Newman plays Harry, a for- 
mer cop and private investiga- 
tor who is now living with his 
friends and former clients, Gene 
Hackman and Susan Sarandon, 
who play married movie stars. 
Harry was wounded while bring- 
ing their underage daughter 
back from Mexico a few years 
ago, and now lives with them 
free of charge. 

Hackman and Sarandon were 
able to marry only after 
Sarandon's husband committed 
suicide 20 years ago. Hackman’s 
character asks Harry to deliver 
a package to a woman, but 
instead he finds a man dying of 
gunshot wounds, and thus the 
mystery of what really hap- 
pened to Sarandon’s husband so 
many years ago begins to unrav- 
el. 


Newman continues to be a 
master at his craft, and is one 
of the few actors today who can 
convey an entire scene’s worth 
of feeling and emotion in just a 
glance. Himself getting on in 
age, he is able to capture the 
part of a man who grows more 
weary of his life the more he 
finds out about his so-called 
friends perfectly, and expands 
on it.

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Now you can build an 


attractive retaining wall 


Retaining walls are a real 
staple of the landscape busi- 
ness. Not only can they solve a 
wealth of erosion problems but 
they can also lend a lot of 
character to otherwise 
uninspired grounds. And a 
decent, serviceable wall can be 
made out of a wide range of 
different materials to suit just 
about anyone’s personal taste. 


We've all seen our share of 
concrete, concrete block, brick, 
stone, log and even railroad-tie 
walls. And many of these still 
look wonderful after years of 
great service. But, unfortunate- 
ly, many of them don’t look so 
wonderful. In fact, it can seem 
that for every wall you see in 
pot condition, you’ve seen at 
least two that are failing. Some 
are cracked, some are crum- 
bling and some are leaning so 
far, they seem to defy gravity. 


One of the biggest troubles 
with traditional retaining walls 
is that they are difficult to 
build well, especially for the in- 
experienced worker. It's rela- 
tively easy to erect a wall that 
looks good when you're done. 
But it’s quite another to have 
the same wall look good in 
three months and still another 
for it to look good after a cold, 
hard winter. 


The construction difficulties 
normally associated with 
retaining walls have all but dis- 
appeared with the invention of 
today’s simple interlocking 


no mortar and no mortaring 
skills are necessary. And final- 
ly, because the blocks aren’t 
joined together with mortar or 
by other means, hydrostatic 
pressure cannot build up be- 
hind the wall because the 
water simply seeps through the 
cracks between the blocks. 

All these advantages 
wouldn’t be worth much if the 
blocks were ugly. But they 
aren't. The exposed sides of the 
blocks are heavily textured, 
which is the result of the block 
being cast and then broken at 
the factory. The irregularity 
this causes lends an authentic 
stonelike appearance to the 
wall when it is finished. Is it 
authentic enough for everyone? 
Who knows? But one way to 
find out if you like it is to visit 
a masonry supply yard where 
various blocks are on display 
And don’t be satisfied with just 
looking at an individual block. 


It’s much better to see a whole 
wall. If the supply house 
doesn’t have the blocks on dis- 
play, ask for some locations 
where they know the blocks 
have been installed and take a 
ride by to see if you like the 
results, 


Like many things that are a 
better idea, the manufacturers 
aren't giving these blocks 
away. Prices vary, but our 
shopping showed prices of 
about $1.75 per block, and that 
included a good discount for 
buying in volume. If you want 
to build a small wall of only 100 


block systems. Several are on 
the market and each has a 
slightly different method of in- 
terlocking and a somewhat dif- 
ferent palette of colors.

black color, you will have to 
restain periodically. Proper 
preparation of the driveway is 
important. It must be clean 
and dry. The stain is applied 
with a garden pump sprayer. 

If staining and restaining at 
considerable expense for only a 
temporary solution to your 
driveway color problem does 
not appeal to you, you might 
consider having a layer of 
blacktop applied over the con- 
crete in much the same way 
that a highway department 
resurfaces a concrete road 
with a deteriorated surface. 
While this would not be in- 
expensive, it would give you a 
permanently black driveway 
that could be kept up with oc- 
casional coatings of asphalt 
driveway sealer in the same 
way you would maintain an 
asphalt driveway. Since it 


would be black, it would not 
show staining like concrete. 


Q: We will be installing a 
new sink in our bathroom that, 
according to a plumber friend 
of mine, will need to be vented 
with a new vent line. We've 
both sized up the situation and 
agree that running the new line 
through the existing walls will 
be a very difficult job entailing 
major demolition and 
reconstruction. Is there any 
alternative to venting the sink 
without this major construction 
project? 

A: You may be able to use a 
ventless, or anti-siphoning, 
valve. This valve opens auto- 
matically to admit air, which 
prevents water from being 
siphoned from the trap, then 
closes to block the escape of 
sewer gas. 

The valve installs behind the 
trap and solvent-welds to 11/2- 
inch diameter plastic pipe. It 
can be joined to the same 
diameter metal pipe if its 
solvent-weld adapter is dis- 
carded. Although the valve 
meets national plumbing code 
requirements, it may not meet

Q: I've been wondering 
whether spraying a light mist 
of water on the cooling fins of 
my air conditioner would have 
any beneficial effect on its ef- 
ficiency. I could use the unit’s 
condensate as a source of 
water. 

A: The principle of cooling 
the condenser coil is a good 
one and is being used in many 
self-contained room air- 
conditioning units to improve 
efficiency. The amount of con- 
densate available from the 
evaporator coil varies with 
temperature, humidity and 
house size. There will be times 
when not enough condensate is 
available. Therefore, it’s dif- 
ficult to evaluate any savings. 

Do not, however, supple- 
ment the cooling water with 
city or well water, There could 
be chemicals in the potable 
water that are corrosive and 
could cause damage to the con- 


Q: My carpet has become 
stained over time thanks to my 
two young children. What is 
your recommendation for 
removing stains from carpet- 
ing? 


A: Any number of the com- 
mercial stain removers avail- 
able will work satisfactorily. In 
any case, when removing 
stains, always apply the sol- 
vent to the rag first, not the 
carpet. Solvent can damage the 
back of the carpet. Also, make 
a point of using a white or 
nearly white rag, so that dyes 
from the cloth don’t bleed into 
the carpet. 


Before using the solvent on 
solid or sticky substances, like 
gum, try scraping as much of 
the material from the carpet as 
possible. It often helps to 
freeze solid substances with an 
ice cube before breaking them 


up. 


When pulling stains from 
carpet fibers, use a wet-and- 
dab approach, always rotating 
the soiled area of the rag away 
from the carpet. This method 
may be a little tedious, but it 
works well.

Get in shape! 


Tummy toning leads the list 


Ice cream, cookies and Easter par- 
ties. It’s no wonder that, when spring 
rolls around, Americans put “get in 
shape” at the top of their list of things 
to do. 

When we commit to get fit, what 
body part are we most focused on? 
According to a survey conducted for 
Life Fitness, manufacturer of the 
Lifecycle exercise bike and other fit- 
ness machines for homes and health 
clubs, more than 38 percent of the 
1,000 respondents polled will target 
their stomachs/abdomens during 
1998. 

A visit to any health club is proof 
that men and women alike are strain- 
ing their stomachs on floors, benche’ 
and other exercise apparatus in a 
quest for the “washboard” stomach. 
Considering the fact that. consumers 
spent $4.8 billion for home exercise 
equipment last year, America is clear- 
ly committed to deflating the spare 
tire. 

While a flatter stomach provides 
self-confidence and better fitting 
clothes, the medical benefits also are 
substantial. Studies indicate that hav- 
ing a tight abdomen releases more 
than 50 percent of the pressure 
between the vertebrae of the spine, 
according to a July 1997 article in the 
Budapest Sun. In fact, many back 
problems are related to excess weight 
and weak abdominal muscles. 

“With all the hype surrounding the 
physical and medical value of a toned 


stomach, consumers are realizing the 
need to incorporate abdominal exer- 
cises into their daily routines,“ says 
Kerri O’Brien, a National Strength 
and Conditioning Association-certified 
strength and conditioning specialist 
with the DMB Racquet Club in 
Phoenix. “Abdominal muscles are 
used in virtually every activity in our 
daily lives from walking, running, 
cycling and stepping to simple 
stretching or lifting.” 

“Exercising the abdominal muscle 
alone however, will not give you a 
washboard stomach,” cautions Greg 
Bahnfleth, an American College of 
Sports Medicine-certified health and 
fitness instructor and Life Fitness 
associate training manager. 

“We can’t spot reduce a particular 
body part, but we can do something 
about getting in shape. A fitness pro- 
fessional can help design a program 
that incorporates a balanced diet, 
limited fat intake and a regiment of 
cardiovascular and strength training 
exercises which in turn, can strength- 
en, tone and reduce fat all over- 
including the abdominal region.” 

To give yourself the best shot at 
continuing your tummy-toning spring 
exercise program, it is important to 
vary your exercise routine and always 
keep it fun. Changing the location, 
and increasing or decreasing goals to 
attainable levels are ways we can stay 
with our fitness programs and obtain 
those admirable abs.

By the year 2010, an estimated 62 
million American women are expect- 
ed to reach menopause - a natural 
process in a woman's body, but one 
that can produce uncomfortable 
symptoms. There are many options 
available to women considering treat- 
ment for menopausal symptoms. 
While it can be confusing to know 
which therapy to choose,’ an alterna- 
tive therapy-including use of a nutri- 
tional supplement called standardized 
black cohosh - is emerging as a 
favored option to traditional methods. 

“To restore hormone balance, I rec-

ry to treat arthritis and 

rheumatism, as well as

women eat a balanced diet, 
reduce caffeine and alcohol 
intake, stop smoking, get 
enough rest, stay socially 
active, develop hobbies and inter- 
ests and keep a positive attitude.

1,200 milligrams of calcium daily, 
along with magnesium, Vitamin E, 
antioxidants and other micro-nutri- 
ents.

In 
the past 10 years, modern 
laboratory methods have 
allowed researchers to isolate 
the active compounds in black 
cohosh to study their effects, 
allowing exact dosages to be estab- 
lished and tested for safety and effi- 
cacy. 

Black cohosh is available in health 
food storeS nationwide and in certain 
products labeled for menopause. All 
black cohosh is not alike and con- 
sumers should read labels carefully. 
Look for a standardized form of the 
extract that delivers a controlled, con- 
sistent dosage of the active ingredi- 
ents, because only the standardized 
extract has been tested. 

Be careful not to confuse this herb 
with blue cohosh - a different herb.

Glaucoma is the main target 


A new, ive laser treat- 
ment shows promise for treating 
open-angle glaucoma, according to 
Mark A. Latina, M.D. 

In a multicenter clinical trial, Q- 
switched 532-nm Nd:YAG laser tra- 
beculoplasty is proving to be both 
safe and effective for lowering IOP in 
patients with either uncontrolled 
open-angle glaucoma or open-angle 
glaucoma plus failed argon laser tra- 
beculoplasty (ALT), and may have 
particular advantages for treating 
patients with failed ALT. 

According to Dr. Latina, who has 
offices in Reading and Boston, Q- 
switched 532mnNd:YAG laser trabecu- 
loplasty, also known as selective laser 
trabeculoplasty can safely and effec- 
tively lower IOP without causing 
coagulative damage to the trabecular 
meshwork. 

The Q-switched 532-nm Nd:YAG 
laser uses a lower pulse energy 
(0.8mJ), which irradiates an area of 
400 pm. As a result, the pigmented 
trabecular meshwork becomes target- 
ed selectively, without affecting the 
nonpigmented portion. Dr. Latina said 
that this technique differs from con- 
ventional ALT and Nd:YAG trabeculo- 
plasty because no photocoagulation 
destruction is seen in the nonpigment- 
ed trabecular meshwork, as can be 
clearly seen on photomicrographs of 


Worry 


Being too realist may be the worst 
thing for a person about to undergo 
surgery. Researchers have found that 
patients who avoid thinking about 
pains and problems they may 
encounter after an operation don’t 
experience many. 

Two different coping mechanisms, 
avoidance and vigilance, may be used 
by patients, say researchers H. 
Asuman Kiyak, Peter P. Vitaliano, 
and Jeffrey Crinean of the University 
of Washington. Avoidant copers antic- 
ipate few problems with their surg- 
eries; vigilant copers generally expect 
many problems to crop up. 


The research team hypothesized 
that vigilant copers would heal quick- 
er and be more satisfied with their 
operations because they faced the fact 
that problems might arise. But, after 
studying 1,114 surgical patients, it 
turned out that those who expect 
nasty complications will get them. 
Those who expect only a few compli- 
cations or avoid thinking negatively 
have very few postsurgical problems. 
Scientist point out that patient’s 
presurgical expectations about com- 
plications are usually more pes- 
simistic than actual typical results 
would warrant. What’s more patients 
who expect many problems’ end up

Multicenter study: In the multi- 
center study performed by Dr. Latina 
and others, clinical trials were con- 
ducted in Mexico, Germany and the 
United States. Procedures were per- 
formed using the Coherent Selecta 
7000, a frequency doubled, Q-switched 
Nd:YAG laser, 

Eyes were classified as having 
uncontrolled open-angle glaucoma or 
open-angle glaucoma with failed ALT. 
Uncontrolled open-angle glaucoma 
with an elevated IOP despite maxi- 
mum glaucoma medication. Clinical 
trials included patient who were over 
18 years of age and with an IOP of 
greater than 22 mm. Hg. Eyes were 
excluded if they had previous eye 
surgery (except peripheral iridectomy 
and ALT), a diagnosis of neovascular 
glaucoma, or no evidence of open- 
angle glaucoma. Each eye was treat- 
ed with 50 spots on the trabecular 
meshwork for a total of 180 degrees. 
Starting pulse energy was 0.8mJ, 
which was lowered by 0.1mJ incre- 
ments if cavitation of a bubble was

healing slower than those not expect- 
ing many problems. 

For all these reasons, patients are 
advised to find a happy medium in 
their expectations. The researchers 
also suggest surgeons become aware 
of patients’ expectations and help the 
patients develop an informed at-ease 
attitude to speed up the recovery 
process. 
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every six weeks up to 26 weeks. 

A total of 53 eyes were studied; 30 
eyes were classified as having uncon- 
trolled open-angle glaucoma and 23 
eyes had open-angle glaucoma plus 
failed ALT. At 26 weeks postoperative- 
ly, all eyes showed an IOP decrease of 
approximately 19 percent, according 
to Dr. Latina. 

Interestingly, the greatest reduc- 
tion of IOP value occurred approxi- 
mately two months postoperatively. 
Furthermore, the percent reduction of 
IOP was similar when eyes with 
uncontrolled open angle glaucoma 
were compared with those with failed 
ALT. 

Mild to moderate postoperative 
inflammation was noted in all eyes, 


but it did not last longer than one 
week and was successfully treated 
with topical steroids. Temporary IOP 
elevations were noted immediately 
postoperatively. Elevations of 5 mm 
HG or more occurred in 24 percent of 
the treated eyes, whereas nine per- 
cent had IOP elevations of 8 mm Hg 
or greater. 

Dr Latina pointed out that it is not 
necessary to coagulate the trabecular 
meshwork to achieve a sustained 
reduction of IOP. Selective laser tra- 
beculoplasty with the Q-switched 532- 
nm Nd:YAG laser appears to be safe 
and effective for lowering IOP in 
open-angle glaucoma, and it may be 
especially useful to treat patients 
with failed ALT, he concluded.

likely to contract some kind of illness. 

In fact, psychologists Howard 
Friedman and Stephanie Booth- 
Kewley say their data suggest that 
constant hostility is as dangerous to 
health as smoking or following a high- 
cholesterol diet. 

In their analysis of 101 previous 
studies investigating the connection 
between personality traits and specif- 
ic diseases, the pair found links 
between some or all of the “neurotic” 
traits and susceptibility to four disor- 
ders under study” asthma, peptic 
ulcers, arthritis, and heart disease. 

What's the antidote? Psychother- 
apy may foster physical as well as 
emotional well-being. 


Weep that wound away 


Cuts and scratches are really 
something to cry about. 

Shedding tears actually speed up 
the healing process of skin wounds, 
claim Soviet researchers from the 
Academy of Medical Sciences. 

When laboratory rats with skin 
wounds were given eye irritants to 
induce crying their wounds healed 
quicker and scar tissue formed up to 
12 days faster than usual. When the 
tear glands were removed, the heal- 
ing process not only slowed, but actu- 
ally reversed: the rats’ wounds began 
to open again. 

The Soviet scientists concluded 
that some sort of healing chemical 
are secreted through tear glands and 
are carried through the bloodstream 
to all parts of the body. 

Scientists have not yet identified 
the chemicals, but are convinced of 
their healing powers and positive 
effects on skin repair.

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The Wedding dance 
— First dance to last — 


Wedding ceremonies and 
receptions consist of many tra- 
ditions and customs. Hours of 
planning and thought go into 
the most minute details to 
make it a perfect day for you 
and your family and friends. 

Details such as managing 
the guest book, or when and 
how the bouquet will be 
thrown, are often thought out 
to great lengths. However, one 
of the most important 
ceremonies, “the first dance,” 
is often left to chance. 

The first dance is the first 
time you and your husband ap- 
pear together in a social dance, 
moving together to the sounds 
of a beautiful song. It’s a tradi- 
tion that you should be 
prepared for. There’s no rea- 
son to dread it. Everything else 
is planned and the wedding 
dance can be also planned and 
prepared for. 

The most common tradition 
in the United States is for the 
bride and groom to dance their 
first dance, by themselves, to a 
slow song, with meaningful 
words. After a few minutes, the 
maid of honor and the best 
man are asked to join them on 
the dance floor. After another 
short interval the rest of the 
bridal party is also asked to 
join in. 

With a little bit of prepara- 
tion you can dazzle your 
friends and look beautiful with 
your new husband as you move 
to the beat of the music. 
There’s no reason for Uncle 
Phil and Aunt Ethel to look 
better than you on the dance 
floor. 

The two most common ap- 
proaches to prepare for the 
wedding dance are to take ex- 
pensive lessons or use an in- 
structional video. The lessons 


are often called “Crash Cour- 
ses” or “Wedding Survival 
Classes.” They typically run 3 
to 4 hours long over 3 to 4 ses- 
sions and cost between $50 to 
$100 per hour. 

One serious disadvantage of 
most wedding dance courses is 
they are taught by “ballroom 
trained” instructors. These in- 
structors have difficulty 
separating their formal train- 
ing and all of its jargon with 
trying to show you how to 
dance for just five minutes. 

Furthermore, the typical 
ballroom style is very stiff ana 
structured, and doesn’t always 
look elegant when matched up 
with current and popular music 
selections. 

The other approach is to use 
an instructional video. Since 
you'll typically be dancing 


from 1 to 3 minutes, you'll want 


a few nice turns, some pretty 
poses, and some styling tips. A 
simple routine set to music is 
easy and fun to practice in 
your home from a video. 

Most routines run only about 
a minute and can be repeated 
more than once in a song. You 
can easily, inexpensively and 
painlessly, put together the 
turns and poses and style that 
will keep your guests amazed. 

With the right techniques the 
bride can make herself and her 


groom look good. If you have 


an unwilling or unable to dance 
partner, there are many little 
tips and techniques that allow 
one of you to lead in a way that 
makes you both look good. 

In preparation for the wed- 
ding, the video should also pro- 
vide some moves for the fast 
dances. This is usually a swing 
routine, which can be an adapt- 
ation of the techniques you 
learned in the slow dance. 


You should also consider 
some free style, hip-hop, or 
jazz steps for looking great 
when dancing with your wed- 
ding party or in a circle with 
family and friends. These are 
moves you can do alone or with 
your husband to impress your 
friends that you have a partner 
for life who knows how to move 
in synchronization with you.

The wedding day has ar- 
rived. The day that you have 
painstakingly planned down to 
the last detail. You have 
planned well and your expecta- 
tions run high. But then... 

Here are some frequently 
occurring bloops, blunders and 
other wedding details that you 
should consider when planning 
your perfect wedding day. 

1. You have made a great ef- 
fort to pick just the right piece 
for the mother’s song. The 
organ begins to play, the 
vocalist begins to sing Ave 
Maria. 

The mothers and ushers 
proudly and elegantly stand in 
place at the back of the church. 
And they stand in place ... and 
they stand in place ... while the 
mother’s song comes to an end 
with no one processing down 
the aisle. 

Lesson One: Make sure you 
designate someone to signal 
the mothers and ushers when 
to start down the aisle. 

2. A bride will often obtain a 
beautiful white runner to be 
elegantly rolled up the center 
of the church by two handsome 
ushers in their stunning 
tuxedos. 

The reality is that many 
ushers cannot roll out the run- 
ner to save their lives. They 
will stand dumbstruck halfway 
down the aisle trying to figure 
out how to get the runner to 
move and then, they and the 
guests will break down into 
laughter, while the bride 
stands at the back of the 
church wondering ‘what hap- 
pened to her beautiful moment. 

If the ushers do get the run- 
ner to the back of the church, 
it is often crooked, wrinkled or 
torn. Because of the condition 
of the runner the bride can trip 
or get her heel caught in the 
runner. Even the pictures from 
the back of the church show a 
jagged white line running down 
the center of the church. 


Joanne E, Campbell is the 
head vocalist at St. Charles 
Borromeo Church in Woburn 
and has been singing at wed- 
ding ceremonies throughout the 
Boston area for over ten years. 


Lesson Two: Unless you 
really have your heart set on a 
runner, forget it. The runners 
were designed for a time when 
churches did not have carpet- 
ing and dresses needed to be 
protected from dirty floors. 
Most churches have carpets 
that will do the job well. 

3. Aunt Ethel has promised 
to be the vocalist at your wed- 
ding as her little gift to you. 
You always heard that “Good 
Ole Aunt Ethel” had a beautiful 
voice and you are more than 
happy to have her sing. 

Unfortunately, you never did 
get to hear Auntie Bing and the 
voice that you hear while on 
the alter is not exactly what 
you had in mind. 

Lesson Three: Weddings 
often involve a lot of music and 
if the singing is poor, so too 
could be the memories of your 
wedding. Make sure you listen 
to your vocalist before the wed- 
ding day so that there are no 
surprises on the alter.

Music For Church Ceremony

If Aunt Ethel is not really 
what you want for the 
ceremony, tell her you will give 
her the spotlight at the recep- 
tion. 

4. Music has always had a 
large part in a wedding 
ceremony. But with the many 
details of scheduling the date, 
booking the reception hall, 
hiring a photographer, renting 
tuxedos, getting a limousine, 
many times the details of the 
ceremony are overlooked. 

Then, at the last minute, the 
bride scrambles to find a 
vocalist who is not already 
booked. 


Lesson Four: Remember 
that the wedding ceremony is 
the focal point of the day. 
Everything else is merely a 
celebration of that event. 

When you begin to plan your 
wedding, take the time to find 
a vocalist and meet with her to 
pick your music. Your wedding 
will then reflect your tastes 
and be memorable for you and 
your guests. 

5. You plan to eat, drink and 
be merry after the wedding. 
But you forgot to eat and drink 
before the wedding. 

The church is hot, the dress 
is heavy, you feel weak ... you 
«. feel ... faint. YOU COL- 
LAPSE! 


Lesson Five: Make sure that 
in spite of your excitement you 
take care of yourself on the 
morning of the wedding. 

It will be a long and chal- 
lenging day and you need your 
strength. The last thing you 
want, for the one lasting 
memory of your guests, is 
watching you sink to the floor 
like a wet rag. 

6. Your niece will be so cute 
as the flower girl leading the 
procession into the church. But 
for some reason she freezes at 
the back of the church or 
bursts into tears. 

Lesson Six: If your niece is 
very shy or tends not to like 
being the center of attention, 
she is probably not ready to be 
the flower girl. 

But, if you do decide to use 
her as a flower girl, have a 
small gift for her at her bench 
and let her know that when she 
gets to the bench there will be 
a surprise waiting for her. 

I have sung at many wed- 
dings, over the past ten years, 
and can attest to the fact that 
all of the above stories are 
true. Many of them can be 
avoided with a little effort. 

But even if a bloop, blunder 
or other practical wedding day 
joke pops up on you, keep smil- 
ing, get on with the wedding 
and have a great day!

Does it seem odd that most 
brides begin what’s meant to 
be a lifelong relationship wear- 
ing a fragile white dress only 
once, for four or five hours? 

The single-occasion weddi: 
dress, once rarely hand 
down to a daughter or grand- 
daughter, was dreamed up by 
the aciuee oa the date aah 
century and popularized for the 
masses in the 20th century. 

For most of past history, a 
wedding dress was simply the 
best dress a woman could af- 
ford to buy or already owned 
and was made of virtually any 
material in any color. 

We can thank, cr blame, 
Queen Victoria for the rise of 
the white wedding dress, says 
Phyllis Magidson, costume 
curator at the Museum of the 
City of New York and 
caretaker of the museum’s 
large collection of wedding at- 
tire and memorabilia. 

Queen Victoria was not the 
first bride to wear white, ac- 
cording to the curator. One of 
the earliest known references 
to a white dress ap- 
pears in 1818 in an English 
style magazine known as Ack- 
ermann’s Repository. 

But Victoria was the one 
who popularized the custom 
when she wore a white satin 
dress overlaid with Honiton 
lace, a Honiton lace veil, and a 
wreath of orange blossoms in 
her hair for her 1840 wedding 
to Prince Albert. The dress was 
illustrated in publications 
throughout the western world 
and set a fashion that is recog- 
nizable as classic wedding at- 
tire even today. : 

After Victoria’s wedding, 
lace became the most con- 
sistent element on late 19th 
century wedding gowns. Ex- 
pensive dresses incorporated 
yards of handmade lace, while

less expensive dresses had in- 
set bands or medallions of 
machine-made lace, Magidson 
says. 

More recent royal connec- 
tions also have influenced fash- 
ion. The dress worn by Wallis 
Warfield Simpson when she 
married the Duke of Windsor 
in 1937 was almost immediately 
copied, no doubt inspired by 
her role as “the woman I love” 
for whom King Edward VIII 
abdicated the British throne. 

Wallis Simpson’s simple 
dress, designed by the Amer- 
ican Mainbocher, was suitable 
for any dressy occasion, One 
version of the dress was 
carried by Klein’s Cash and 
Carry on 14th Street in New 
York City, with an $8.90 price 
tag. 

More recently, the dress 
that Lady Diana Spencer wore 
in 1981 for her wedding to 
Prince Charles _inspired 
numerous copies. It’s not likely 
that later brides walked down 
the aisle in exact replicas of 
the bouffant antique white silk 
taffeta dress with its cathedral- 
length train. But details were 
incorporated into many mass 
market designs. 

It takes only months or 
sometimes even weeks for im- 
itations of dresses worn by 
noteworthy brides to come onto 
the market. The slip dress 
worn by Carolyn Bessette at 
her wedding John Kennedy in 
1996 was followed almost in- 
stantly by copies. 


Public 


It’s not just wedding dress 
styles that trickle down. The 
public picks up on menus and 
other wedding elements chosen 
by well-known people as soon 
as the information is 
publicized. This has been true 
at least since the early 19th 
century, when popular maga- 
zines included stories detailing

the weddings of the rich and 
famous. 

“Editors knew early on that 
the general public wanted to 
know what celebrities were 
wearing and doing,” Magidson 


says. 

With the advent of depart- 
ment stores, women no longer 
had to resort to magazine 
engravings for _ high-style 
dresses to copy. The stores 
bought Parisian numbers by 
fashion designers and then

adapted them at various price 
points. They would exhibit the 
originals, and customers could 
come in to see them and have 
the dress of their choice copied 
in the fabric they selected. 

Displays in the windows of 
the shops meant that even 
those brides who couldn’t af- 
ford a store-bought dress could 
copy the style at home. 

The wedding dress specialty 
designer arrived on the scene

Similarly, wedding etiquette re 
quires certain traditions be fol- 
lowed, making it especially impor- 
tant to research invitation options 
fully, giving careful thought to 
what your selection says to the 
recipient beyond the printed 
words. 

“The invitation sets the style of 
the wedding,” says Millie Bratten, 
editor in chief of Bride’s magazine. 

“If you're having an evening 
wedding on a Saturday night in 


be able to show you an appropriate 
selection of suitably informal invi- 
tations.” 

Stationers, unfortunately, don’t 
have magical powers to read 
minds and know exactly what you 
are looking for. But a reputable 
one will have the knowledge and 
expertise to guide you through the 
behemoth invitation sample books. 
Like wallpaper and curtain 
swatches, the vast variety of invi- 
tation styles can all start to look 
alike when viewed side by side. To 
overcome being overwhelmed, 
have a general idea of what kind of 
invitation you're seeking. 


Ask yourself: 

© How formal is the wedding?

Dick-and-Jane-style invitation —

the wedding couple.) 

@ What shape and color do we 
want for the invitation? 

Also, consider fonts, type styie 
and printing technique. And, of 
course, the wording. 

Once you have a master guest 
list in hand, “Bride’s All New Book 
of Etiquette” by the editors of 
Bride’s magazine (Perigee Books) 
guides you through the different 
aspects of choosing invitations, in- 
cluding: 

e Work with a reputable statio- 
ner. Bratten says don’t just rely on 
word-of-mouth recommendations. 
Check them out and find a statio- 
ner who is willing to spend time 
with you and explain things. Save 
examples of invitations you have 
received and like. Know your 
budget limitations and ask for esti- 
mates. 

© Set the tone. Invitations really 
do indicate what atmosphere 
guests should expect. So, get cre- 
ative. For example, Bride's editors 
suggest hand-delivering handwrit- 
ten invitations tucked into small 
fabric-lined baskets. Or have the 
invitation embroidered on a lace 
handkerchief. 

@ Invitation styles. This is where 
you can have fun within the bounds 
of tradition — a palm-fringed post- 
card for a beach wedding, perhaps, 
or a ribbon-tied scroll for a medi- 
eval banquet reception. But, as the 
authors point out, even informal 
wedding invitations should be so- 
phisticated in style, Le. avoid invi- 
tations adorned with baby pictures 

it is not appropriate to say “no 
children” or “no gifts” on the invi- 
tation. Registry cards are OK in 
shower invitations.

into that fantasy that she has 
imagined for her special day 
and to dress accordingly.” 

McClintock, who designed 
the sprigged muslin Gunne Sax 
dress that Hillary Rodham 
wore to marry Bill Clinton on 
Oct. 11, 1975, in Fayetteville, 
Ark., has been around long 
enough to see wedding fashions 
come full circle. 

“In the early 1970s, tradi- 
tional bridal dresses became 
unpopular as young people 
wanted to break away from the 
mold,” McClintock recalls. By 
the 1980s, the tide had turned 
and there was a resurgence of 
interest in traditional weddings 
and wedding dresses. ° 

Even if dresses have 
returned to more formality, the 
designer sees some differences 
between past and present. 

“Brides are not planning as 
far ahead as they used to,” 
McClintock says. “Instead of 
coming in six months or more 
before the wedding, some 
brides will arrive at our stores 
and say ‘I’m getting married in 
three weeks.”’ 

To meet the need for faster 
service, most bridal shops have 
dresses available at short 
notice. McClintock’s shops 
stock many of her new designs 
as well as styles from prior 
seasons for delivery within a 
week or two. 

Of her own new designs, one 


of McClintock’s favorites is a 
long-sleeved lace dress with a 
narrow silhouette and a bare 
back. The skirt, longer in back, 
sweeps the floor like a mini- 
train. For warm-weather or 
garden weddings, she is espe- 
cially fond of a sleeveless em- 
broidered organza dress with a 
see-through back. 

While the brideds dress is al- 
ways the main event, at- 
tendants’ dresses also got at- 
tention at the fall bridal shows. 

“This season we saw lots of 
sleeveless slip dresses in colors 
ranging from blue, lavender, 
and lilac to pale beige and 
champagne,” Leonard says. 

As in past seasons, dresses 
for attendants are more 
sophisticated and prettier — 
and more likely to be worn 
again — than those of years 
ago. 

The traditional three-button 
coat or tuxedo has replaced 
more unorthodox clothing for 
men. As a rule, the groom's at- 
tire is differentiated from that 
of the groomsmen, although it 
may be a simple change such 
as a special vest. 

Unusual cummerbunds, pop- 
ular a few seasons back, are 
being superseded by either 
classic black tie and a black 
cummerbund or a colorful vest. 
Another look that is waning is 
the mandarin collar with a 
jeweled button instead of a tie. 

“Men’s clothes are moving 
back towards more classic 
looks and leaner shapes,” says 
Leonard.

Experts say the average 
wedding costs between $16,000 
and $17,000. 

Our suggestion: Set a budget 
and stick to it. Here is a break- 
down of what you might expect 
to pay: 

¢ Bridal gown, headpiece 
and veil: Prices can run into 
the thousands or tens of thou- 
sands if you choose a creation 
from such designers as Pat 
Kerr or Carolina Herrera. 
Moderate to high-end gowns 
range in price from $1,000 to 
$4,000 and up. More affordable 
dresses, $400 to $1,000 and up, 
are widely available. 

Headpieces and veils start 
around $50 and can sell for 
more than $300. For more en- 
terprising brides, there are 
plenty of bridal gown patterns 
at the local fabric stores. 

You also can rent a gown for 
$250 to $500 or buy a consign- 
ment gown for about the same 
price. 

¢ Rings: Price depends on 
the size of stone. Wedding sets 
start under $1,000. But many 
now average $3,500 to $6,000. 

* Invitations and announce- 
ments: Invitations with en- 
velopes usually run from $40 to 
$75 per 100. Engraving and 
fine-grade papers could raise 
the price to $175 to $275 per 100 
invitations and envelopes. Cal- 
ligraphy is extra. 

* Groom’s attire: Most men 
still rent tuxedos. Average 
prices, including accessories, 
range from $40 to $90, with an 
average cost of $65. Shoes are 
extra. 

¢ Photography: Photo pack- 
ages start around $200 and can 


run up to $2,000, depending on 
what kind of setup you want 
and the number of photos. 
More and more couples are 
using videographers to capture 
their big day on tape. Prices 
range from $150 to $2,500, but 
most are between $200 and 
$500. 

. * Reception/catering: Some 
sites, such as hotels or 
restaurants, include food in 
their wedding packages. Costs 
depend on what kind of food 
you select and can vary from 
$8 to $25 per person, depending 
on whether you opt for a 
brunch, a buffet, or sit-down 
lunch or dinner. Add liquor and 
the price skyrockets. 

* Music: You may opt for a 
few musicians, a band, or disc 
jockey. Prices can range from 
$25 to $50 an hour per musician 
to more than $80 an hour for 
high-demand musicians. Base 
prices for DJs range from $150 
to $350. 

¢ Flowers: Bridal bouquets 
with live flowers start at $30 
with an average price between 
$50 and $100. Silk flowers are a 
bit more. Add in flowers for the 
bridal party and ceremony/ 
reception decorations and ex- 
pect to pay $500 to $1,000. 

* Wedding cake: Depending 
on size and filling, cakes start 
at around $30 and can top $500 
for a six-tier concoction. One 
good way to plan is to allow $1 
to $2 per slice. 

* Miscellaneous fees: Don’t 
forget to budget in fees for the 
minister, church or synagogue 
use, parking, limousine ser- 
vice, tent or table rentals, and, 
of course, your marriage li- 
cense.
